any  apportionment  of  said  increase  of  Metropolitan  Police  to  Georgetown.

right  to  accept  or  reject  any  or  either  bid.

AN  ORDINANCE  supplementary  to  an  ordinance,  entitled  “ An  ordinance  for  the 
repair  of  the  footways  of  the  Town,”  approved  October  20th,  1866. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  wherever,  and  whenever,  the  repair 
of  the  footways  of  the  town  shall  adjoin,  or  connect  with  the  intersections 
of  such  footways,  and  such  intersections  shall  be  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Streets  in  need  of  repair  or  renewal,  to  make  them  cor- 
respond with  the  connecting  footways,  the  said  Commissioner  shall,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  this  Corporation,  authorize  said  repair,  or  renewal,  and 
the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  Clerk  out  of  the  General  Fund  upon 
the  order  of  the  Commissioner  and  the  presentation  of  proper  vouchers. 
Provided  that  this  ordinance  and  that  to  which  it  is  supplementary,  shall 
not  be  construed  to  authorize  the  payment  of  any  such  work  heretofore  done 
or  ordered  without  the  further  orders  of  the  Corporation. 

And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  time  required  by  the  second  section 
of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a supplement,  for  the  completion  of  the 
repairs  required  by  said  ordinance,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  extended  to 
the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  1867.

AN  ORDINANCE  levying  a General  Tax  and  Special  Direct  Taxes  for  the  year  1867. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  levied 
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and  imposed  a direct  tax  of  seventy  cents  on  each  and  every  one  hundred 
dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property  as  the  same  stands 
valued  and  assessed  at  this  time,  on  the  books  of  assessment  now  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  and  on  the  additional  assess- 
ment for  the  year  1867  forthwith  to  be  made  by  the  Assessors,  and  to  be 
filed  in  the  said  office;  and  also  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  levied  an  addi- 
tional special  tax  of  six  cents  for  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  debt ; fifteen 
cents  for  the  gas  tax,  and  twenty-seven  cents  for  additional  compensation  to 
the  Metropolitan  Police  force ; all  on  each  and  every  one  hundred  dollars 
of  the  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property  as  the  same  stands  valued 
on  the  books  aforesaid,  and  on  the  additional  assessment  for  the  year  1867  to 
be  made  as  aforesaid,  excepting,  in  each  instance,  public  burying  grounds,  the 
female  orphan  asylum  and  houses  of  public  worship,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Corporation  is  hereby  directed  to  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  general  and  special  direct  taxes  hereby  levied,  and  to 
apply  the  five  cents  for  Metropolitan  Railroad  debt,  according  to  the  pro- 
vision of  a law  of  Congress,  entitled  “An  act  authorizing  the  Corporate 
authorities  of  Georgetown  to  impose  additional  taxes,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,^” approved  March  2d,  1865,  and  the  twenty-seven  cents  for  additional 
compensation  to  the  Metropolitan  Police,  according  to  the  provision  of  the 
acts  of  Congress,  being  the  general  appropriation  bill  approved  June  25th,, 
1866,  and  an  act  approved  23d  November,  1866,  and  to  no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  so  much  of  sections  2d,  3d, 
4th,  5th,  6th,  7th,  and  8th  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Corporation,  entitled 
“An  ordinance  levying  a general  tax  and  special  direct  taxes  for  the  year 
1863,  and  providing  for  the  support  of  public  schools,”  approved  February 
14th,  1863,  as  are  applicable  to  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  are 
hereby  made  and  ordained  a part  of  this  ordinance,  substituting,  however, 
the  year  1867  for  1863,  and  inserting  in  section  4 the  words,  “assessed 
value”  in  the  13th  line  of  said  section,  and  in  the  6th  section  the  words 
“as  near  as  practicable,”  after  the  word  “sufficient”  in  8th  line. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Collector  of  Taxes  hereby 
imposed  shall,  on  the  closing  of  the  respective  accounts,  be  allowed  a com- 
mission for  his  services  of  four  (4)  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  tax  levied, 
any  ordinance  or  part  of  an  ordinance  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  yearly  salary  of  the  Physicians 
of  the  Poor  and  Workhouse,  outside  poor  and  small  pox  cases,  shall  be  at 
the  rate  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  each  per  annum,  from  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  1867,  until  otherwise  ordered,  and  all  ordinances,  or 
parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistant  with  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  repealed.

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
($250,)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be,  and  is  hereby,  appro- 
priated to  be  expended,  under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  in  having  removed 
all  offensive  and  filthy  matter  from  the  premises  of  all  owners  or  occupants 
of  property  within  the  limits  of  the  Corporation ; said  owners  or  occupants 
to  have  all  such  offensive  matter  collected  and  deposited  in  the  street  oppo- 
site or  near  their  respective  dwellings,  to  be  taken  away  as  above  provided 
for.

A RESOLUTION  authorizing  a contract  with  Robert  E.  Talbot  for  keeping  in  repair  all  the 
public  gas  lamps  for  one  year. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  instructed 
to  enter  into  a written  contiactwith  Robert  E.  Talbot  for  keeping  in  repair 
for  one  year  all  the  public  gas  lamps  of  the  town,  in  accordance  with  his 
proposal  for  the  same. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  contract  hereby  authorized  be  prepared  by  the 
Recorder,  empowering  the  Mayor,  on  failure  of  the  contractor  to  fulfil  the 
contract,  to  procure  the  work  to  be  done  by  any  other  party,  and  charge  the 
cost  thereof  to  the  contractor,  as  liquidated  damages.

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AN  ORDINANCE  levying  an  additional  front  foot  tax  upon  the  upper  part  ot  Congress 

street. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  bal- 
ance of  expense  incurred  upon  the  improvement  of  Congress  street,  by 
ordinance  approved  the  10th  August,  1866,  That  a further  tax  of  forty  cents 
per  front  foot  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  levied  and  imposed  on  all  lots  and 
parts  of  lots  fronting  on  each  side  of  Congress,  between  West  street  and 
Road  street. 

And  be  it  further  ordained , That  immediately  on  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  shall  furnish  the  Collector  of  Taxes  with 
the  usual  statement  of  all  lots  and  parts  of  lots  fronting  on  said  street,  within 
the  limits  described,  with  the  names  of  the  parties  to  whom  they  are  assessed, 
and  the  said  Collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  said  tax,  and  pay  the  same  to 
the  Clerk,  reserving  four  per  cent,  of  the  amount  collected  as  his  commission, 
and  the  amount  thus  paid  over  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  held  by  him,  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  for  the  payment  of  the  claim  due  the 
contractor  on  said  street. 

And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Collector  shall,  within  twenty  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  deliver  to  the  said  owners  or  their 
agents  a bill  of  his,  her,  or  their  taxes,  hereby  levied,  and  demand  payment 
thereof,  and  if  not  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  next,  he  shall 
proceed  to  enforce  the  payment  thereof  in  conformity  to  the  charter  and 
laws  of  this  Corporation  for  such  cases  made  and  provided.

Re  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  in  all  future  elections  held  in  this 
town,  in  addition  to  the  duties  now  Imposed  on  the  receivers  of  votes,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  receivers  to  state  specifically  the  number  of  votes  cast 
for  each  candidate,  and  also  to  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  in 
addition  to  their  certificate,  the  ballots  cast,  together  with  the  poll  lists  of 
their  respective  precincts. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
Clerk  to  receive  and  keep  together  the  poll  lists  and  ballots  for  each  precinct 
for  a period  not  less  than  six  months,  when  he  may  destroy  said  ballots, 
retaining  said  poll  lists.

and  obtain  particular  specifications  of  the  improvements  desired  at  the  Sta- 
tion House  in  this  town,  and  hand  the  same  to  the  Mayor,  who  is  thereupon 
authorized  and  requested  to  advertise  for  proposals  to  complete  the  work, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Councils.

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AN  ORDINANCE  amending  sections  2 and  3 of  “An  ordinance  to  license,  tax,  and  regu- 
late insurance  companies,  or  their  agents,”  approved  June  22,  1866. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  sections  2 and  3 of  the  ordinance 
entitled  “An  ordinance  to  lieense,  tax,  and  regulate  insurance  companies,  or 
their  agents,”  approved  June  22,  1866,  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that, 
hereafter,  the  tax  for  an  agency  of  the  insurance  companies  enumerated  in 
said  sections  shall  be  fifty  dollars  ($50,)  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly, 
and  with  a deduction  of  eight  (8)  per  cent,  if  paid  in  advance  for  the  whole 
year. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  ordained,  That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  in  relation  to  Dogs. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  following  tax  be  levied  and  col- 
lected annually  on  every  dog  of  the  male  or  female  kind,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents,  ($1.50,)  owned  by  any  person  or  family  residing  in  Georgetown;  and 
on  every  dog,  except  speyed,  of  the  female  kind,  five  dollars,  ($5 ;)  and  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  permit  or  suffer  any 
animal  of  the  dog  kind  to  remain  on  or  about  their  premises,  shall  be  con- 
sidered the  owner  of  said  dog  or  dogs,  and  shall  be  in  all  respects  subject  to 
the  provision  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  or 
persons  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Corporation  owning,  or  hav- 
ing about  their  premises,  any  of  the  dog  kind,  to  enter  such  dog  or  dogs 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  September 
next,  and  annually  thereafter,  and  pay  to  the  Clerk  the  amount  of  tax  levied 
and  imposed  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  to  provide  suitable  brass  checks,  on  which 
shall  be  stamped  the  numbers,  1,  2,  3,  &c.,  and  upwards,  one  of  which  said 
checks  shall  be  furnished  to  each  and  every  person  applying  for  obtaining  a 
dog  license;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  the  dog  to  place  or 
cause  to  be  placed  and  kept  around  the  neck  of  each  and  every  such  animal 
a collar,  to  which  must  be  attached  the  aforesaid  stamped  check,  with  the 
number  of  the  license  thereon,  under  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  two  (2) 
nor  more  than  ten  dollars  ($10;)  and  if  any  person  shall  put  or  cause  to  be 
put  a collar,  with  the  check  and  number  thereon,  around  the  neck  of  any 
animal  of  the  dog  kind,  owned  or  possessed  by  any  person  or  persons  resid- 
ing in  Georgetown,  without  having  obtained  a license  for  keeping  suck 
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animal,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  not  less  than  five  (5) 
uor  more  than  ten  dollars  ($10.) 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  lieu- 
tenant of  police,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  after  the  said  30th  day  of 
September  next,  and  at  the  same  time  of  each  year,  to  obtain  from  the  Clerk 
a number  of  the  aforesaid  checks,  giving  his  receipt  therefor ; and  with  them 
he  shall  visit,  or  cause  to  be  visited  by  his  subordinate  officers,  each  and  every 
house  and  premises  within  the  limits  of  the  town,  during  the  month  of 
October  in  each  and  every  year,  as  well  as  at  any  other  time ; and  if  the 
said  officer  or  officers  shall  find  thereon,  or  thereafter,  any  animal  of  the 
dog  kind  for  which  the  license  or  check  has  not  been  obtained,  as  heretofore 
provided,  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  officer  or 
officers,  to  obtain  from  the  owner  or  possessor  of  the  dog  the  amount  of  the 
license,  together  with  an  additional  amount  of  fifty  (50)  cents  for  each  and 
every  male  or  speyed  female,  and  one  dollar  ($1)  for  each  and  every  female — 
except  spayed — for  which  he  may  furnish  a license  and  check,  which  last 
amount  shall  be  retained  by  the  officer  for  his  services  in  collecting  the  tax ; 
and  he  shall  pay  over  to  the  Clerk  the  amount  received  for  the  license,  in  each 
and  every  case,  and  give  him  for  record  a description  of  the  animal  licensed. 
But  should  the  owner  or  possessor  of  the  animal,  so  found,  refuse  to  pay  the 
license,  su<?h  owner  or  possessor  shall  pay  a fine  of  not  less  than  three  (3) 
nor  more  than  six  dollars,  ($6,)  or  should  no  one  claim  ownership  of  the 
same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  or  officers  immediately  to  kill  and 
dispose  of  the  animal;  or  if  any  animal  of  the  dog  kind  owned  in  the  town, 
or  without  any  known  owner,  shall  be  found  going  at  large,  contrary  to  the 
provision  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  to  kill  and 
dispose  of  such  animal. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  ordained , That  if  any  owner  or  possessor  of  a fierce  or 
dangerous  dog  permit  the  same  to  go  at  large  in  the  town,  to  the  danger  or 
annoyance  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  five  dollars,  ($5,)  and  should  the  animal  bite  or  injure  any  per- 
son or  persons,  the  owner  shall  pay  a fine  of  one  dollar,  ($1,)  and  the  Mayor 
shall  immediately  order  the  dog  to  be  killed  and  disposed  of,  as  heretofore 
provided. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  ordained , That  the  Mayor  may,  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  to,  issue  his  proclamation,  whenever  he  may  think  the  safety  of 
the  citizens  dffinands  it,  requiring  all  owners  of  dogs,  for  any  he  may  order, 
not  exceeding  ninety  days  at  any  one  time,  to  keep  the  same  securely  con- 
fined, unless  the  same  be  securely  muzzled,  so  as  to  render  them  harmless, 
and  any  person  or  persons  disregarding  said  proclamation  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a fine  of  five  dollars,  ($5.) 
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Sec.  6.  And  be  it  ordained , That  do  butcher  or  other  licensed  vender  in 
market  shall  bring  any  dog  with  him  to  the  Market  House,  under  a penalty 
of  five  dollars  (85)  for  each  and  every  offence,  and  the  Market  Master  is 
hereby  instructed  and  directed  to  permit  no  dogs  to  enter  the  Market  House 
during  market  hours. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  ordained , That  each  and  every  expense  chargeable  to  the 
Corporation  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid  by  the  Clerk  out  of  the 
amount  received  for  dog  licenses  and  fines,  and  each  and  every  fine  which 
may  be  enforced  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  recovered  as 
fines  usually  are  recovered. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  ordained , That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  re- 
quested to  cause  one  hundred  copies  of  this  ordinance  to  be  printed  in  hand- 
bill form,  and  posted  throughout  the  town. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  ordained , That  all  previous  ordinances  in  relation  to 
dogs  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  repealed.

A RESOLUTION  in  relation  to  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  Orphans’  Court  and  the  Register  of 

Wills. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Mayor,  together  with  the  Committee 
of  Ways  and  Means,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  instructed  to  co-operate  with 
the  committee  appointed  by  the  Corporation  of  Washington,  and  the  Levy 
Court  of  the  county  of  Washington,  to  take  into  Consideration  measures  to 
provide  and  furnish  suitable  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  Orphans'  Court  and 
Register  of  Wills,  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  “ An  act 
making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1867,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July  25, 1866.

A RESOLUTION  granting  the  use  of  the  Market  House  Hall  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  Benjamin  Heugst,  pastor  of  the  Sixth 
street  German  church,  Washington,  be,  and  is  hereby,  permitted  to  hold 
religious  services  in  the  Market  House  Hall  on  Sunday  afternoons,  between 
the  hours  of  three  and  six  o’clock,  until  otherwise  ordered.

And  he  it  further  ordained , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
owner  or  owners,  and  the  person  or  employee,  occupant  and  agent  of  the 
property,  before  which  nuisances  may  exist,  or  either  of  them,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Mayor,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  abated  within  twenty  days 
after  notice  from  the  Mayor  requiring  said  nuisances  to  be  removed,  and  on 
failure  of  the  parties  or  either  of  them,  as  the  Mayor  may  adjudge,  to  abate 
said  nuisances  within  said  time  named,  by  repaving  where  originally  paved, 
or  otherwise  restoring  the  street  to  the  original  level  or  grade,  there  shall 
be,  and  hereby  is,  imposed  on  said  owner  or  owners,  person  or  employee,  occu- 
pant and  agent,  or  such  of  them  as  the  Mayor  may  judge  to  be  properly 
a fine  liable,  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  for  each 
and  every  disregard  of  or  tailure  to  comply  with  such  notice.  Said  fines  to 
be  recovered  as  fines  and  penalties  arc,  under  the  laws  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Metropolitan  Police  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  requested  to  report  to  the  Mayor  such  nuisances  aforesaid 
as  now  exist,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  made,  with  the  name  of  the  owner, 
agent,  or  occupant  of  the  property  before  which  it  may  be,  and  on  such 
report,  or  on  that  of  any  citizen  of  the  town,  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  here- 
by, requested  to  proceed  under  the  second  section  hereof,  unless  the  said 
nuisance  is  removed.

directed  to  prepare  a table  of  all  the  lots  above  mentioned,  with  the  number

his  commission,  which  is  hereby  allowed,  and  closing  his  accounts  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  August  next  ensuing 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  the  money  thus  collected  shall 
be  applied  to  paying  the  expenses  of  curbing  and  grading  the  street,  and 
resetting  the  gutters  within  the  limits  above  mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  each  owner  or  owners  of  a lot 
or  lots,  or  parts  thereof,  on  the  south  side  of  said  street,  shall,  by  the  first 
day  of  September  next  ensuing,  pave  or  cause  to  be  paved  in  conformity 
with  the  laws  and  regulations  of  this  Corporation  the  footways  in  front  of 
his,  her,  or  their  lot  or  lots  as  aforesaid,  not  now  paved  as  required  by  this 
ordinance ; and  in  good  order,  with  good  hard  bricks,  on  sharp  sand  of  a 
proper  depth,  to  the  width  of  six  feet,  and  grade  and  gravel  the  north  side 
from  the  curb  to  the  building  line. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
of  the  lots  aforesaid  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  then  there  is  hereby  levied  and  imposed  on  the  said  lot  or 
lots  or  part  thereof  a further  tax  of  sixty-five  cents  per  front  foot.  And  the 
Collector  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed  to  collect  the  same  as  in  the  first 
section  of  this  ordinance,  retaining  four  per  cent,  as  his  commission,  and 
closing  his  accounts  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  next  ensuing. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  the  money  thus  collected  shall 
be  applied  to  paying  the  expense  of  laying  the  sidewalks  of  said  street,  as 
herein  provided.  The  work  to  be  given  out  by  contract  to  the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder  of  Georgetown,  by  the  Street  Commissioner,  under  whose

dollars  ($10,000)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  appropriated  to  aid  in  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  said  reso- 
lutions, to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  Anthony  Hyde, 
and  Charles  H.  Cragin,  and  payable  to  their  order  as  the  same  may  be  actu- 
ally needed;  and  that  the  Clerk,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  pay  the  said  appropriation  to  their  order  as  required,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  or  by  the  issue  and  sale 
of  the  stock  of  the  Corporation,  at  not  less  than  par,  as  the  exigencies  of  the 
case  may  require.

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AN  ORDINANCE  for  the  Regulation  of  Party  Walls  and  Partition  Fenees. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  the  three  Commissioners  of  Party  Walls  and  Partition  Fences, 
and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  invested  with  full  powers 
and  authority,  and  they,  or  a majority  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  when  called  upon  by  any  person  living  within  the  limits  of  this 
Corporation,  or  other  persons  requiring  their  attention  therein,  to  regulate 
all  party  walls  and  partition  fences  within  these  corporate  limits,  in  such  a 
manner,  in  accordance  with  this  ordinance,  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  said 
commissioners,  or  a majority  of  them,  be  best  calculated  to  promote  and  ob- 
tain equal  justice  between  the  parties  thereto  ; and  shall  immediately  there- 
after make  a written  return  of  their  proceeding  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, to  be  recorded  in  a book  for  this  purpose,  to  be  kept  by  him.  with  the 
papers  and  vouchers,  if  any  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  where  party  walls  and  partition 
fences  have  been,  or  shall  be,  erected  by  any  person  or  persons,  in  a good, 
substantial  manner,  within  the  Corporation  limits,  and  not  previously  paid 
for,  any  other  person  or  persons,  using  such  party  wall  or  partition  fence, 
shall  pay  to  the  original  proprietor,  or  to  the  then  owner  thereof,  one-half 
the  value  of  so  much  of  such  wall  as  may  be  used,  at  the  time  the  same  is 
made  use  of,  and  one-half  the  value  of  such  partition  fence,  where  the  ad- 
joining lot  is  enclosed,  or  otherwise  used,  or  wherever  so  enclosed  or 
otherwise  used.  Provided,  that  no  party  under  this  ordinance  shall 
have  the  right  to  demand  more  than  one-half  the  value  of  a brick 
wall,  nine  inches  thick,  for  any  building  not  over  two  stories  high;  nor 
more  than  one-half  the  value  of  a brick  wall,  fourteen  inches  thick,  for 
any  other  building;  nor  more  than  one-half  the  value  of  a stone  wall  two 
feet  thick,  whether  in  the  foundation  of  a house,  or  to  enclose  separate  lots, 
or  as  a support  for  or  protection  against  elevations  or  embankments  of  earth ; 
nor  more  than  one-half  the  value  of  a wooden  fence  of  the  dimensions  and 
cost  prescribed  by  this  ordinance.  Provided,  that  said  Commissioners,  or 
a majority  of  them,  may,  in  their  discretion,  when  any  wall  not  exceeding 
two  feet  thick,  shall  be  erected  on  any  lot,  from  and  above  the  proper  grade 
thereof,  against  an  embankment,  or  other  material  needing  support,  assess 
the  entire  cost  of  such  wall  upon  the  property  containing  the  embankment, 
or  other  material  above  the  grade.  And  provided  further,  that  where  lots 
are  of  unequal  grade  or  depth  below  the  grade  of  the  street,  it  shall  be  in- 
cumbent on  the  party  whose  lot  is  lowest  to  construct  and  keep  iu  good 
Tepair,  at  his  or  her  cost,  a substantial  brick  or  stone  wall  for  support,  not 
exceeding  the  thickness  prescribed  in  this  ordinance,  to  the  level  of  the  up- 
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per  lot,  or  to  till  the  lower  lot  with  earth,  to  said  level  of  the  upper  lot,  at 
the  option  of  the  owner  thereof ; but  if  said  party  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
erect  or  keep  in  repair  such  wall  (unless  such  lot  be  filled  as  aforesaid) 
within  twenty  days  after  written  notice,  the  party  aggrieved  may  have  the 
same  erected  and  kept  in  repair,  and  recover  the  actual  cost  thereof  from  the 
owner  of  the  lower  lot.  And  provided  further,  that  no  wall  of  greater 
thickness  than  is  herein  prescribed  shall  be  erected  without  the  mutual 
consent  of  the  parties  concerned  therein. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  all  party  walls  and  partition 
fences  shall  be  made  and  kept  in  good  repair,  by  the  owners  of  the  ground 
on  each  side,  at  their  joint  and  equal  expense ; and  either  party  may  make 
such  repairs,  or  renewal,  at  any  time,  with  the  consent  of  the  other,  or,  at 
the  end  of  ten  days’  notice  without  such  consent,  subject,  at  the  instance  of 
either  party,  to  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners,  and  if  no  appeal  is  made 
within  the  ten  days,  the  act  of  the  party  making  the  repairs,  or  renewal, 
shall  be  final  and  binding. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  if  either  of  the  parties  referred 
to  in  section  3,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  or  repair  any  wall  or  fenee, 
or  part  thereof,  or  shall  refuse  to  have  it  done  at  the  joint  expense  of  said 
parties  as  prescribed  by  this  ordinance,  for  ten  days  after  notice,  and  re- 
quest being  made  by  the  other  party  interested,  or  his.  her,  or  their  agent, 
then  the  party  so  making  said  request  shall  be  entitled,  and  is  hereby 
authorized,  to  have  the  same  done  as  provided  for  in  section  3,  and  to  re- 
cover one-half  the  cost,  or  the  value  thereof,  according  to  the  conditions 
prescribed  herein,  from  the  person,  or  proprietor,  so  refusing  or  neglecting, 
in  an  action  of  debt,  or  as  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Provided  that  no 
fence  erected  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  less  than  five  nor  more  than  six 
feet  high,  except  by  the  mutual  consent  of  the  parties  interested.  Hut  either 
party  may  increase  said  height  to  not  exceeding  seven  feet,  at  his  or  her  ex- 
clusive cost  for  the  excess.  And  provided  also,  that  the  cost  of  said  fence 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  cents  per  square  foot,  without  the  like  consent. 
And  provided  further,  that  neither  party  shall  have  the  privilege  to  erect 
or  repair  one-half  of  the  line  of  fence,  leaving  the  other  half  undone,  or  to 
be  done  by  the  other  party,  but  both  parties  shall  unite  in  the  entire  fenee, 
at  their  joint  and  equal  cost. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained r,  That  all  party  walls  and  partition 
fences  shall  be  erected  on  the  division  line,  dividing  the  wall  or  fence,  in  the 
centre,  as  near  as  practicable,  and  if  any  difference  should  arise  between  the 
parties  concerned  in  relation  thereto,  whether  erected  before  or  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  or  about  to  be  erected,  either  party  may  cause 
said  division  line  to  be  laid  off  and  marked  by  the  Surveyor  of  the  town,  on 
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giving  at  least  twelve  days’  notice  to  the  other,  or  his,  her,  or  their  agent ; 
and  the  Surveyor  shall  thereupon  make  said  division  line,  his  fee  therefor  to 
he  paid  equally  by  the  parties  concerned. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  for  services  in  each  case  under 
this  ordinance,  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  shall  receive  two  dollars  ($2.) 
when  the  papers  are  presented,  and  the  Commissioners  present  and  acting, 
two  dollars  ($2)  each,  all  to  be  paid  equally  by  the  parties  requiring  the 
service. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Mayor  be,  and  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  requested  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Commissioners, 
now  existing  or  hereafter  occurring  from  any  cause,  until  the  next  ensuing 
annual  election,  when  the  Commissioners  shall  be  elected  in  joint  meeting 
of  the  two  Boards. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  ordinance  entitled  “ An 
ordinance  to  regulate  party  wall  and  partition  fences,”  approved  June  16, 
1806,  and  all  other  ordinances  or  resolutions  inconsistent  herewith,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Clerk  pay  to  the  order  of  M.  V. 
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Buckey,  Trustee  of  the  Poor  and  Workhouse,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and 
five  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  ($805  32,)  amount  of  expenses  of  Poor  and 
Workhouse,  for  the  quarter  ending  June  30th,  1867,  as  per  bills  and  ac- 
companying report  of  the  Trustee.

A RESOLUTION  granting  the  use  of  Market  House  Hall  to  the  National  Temperance 

Society. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  National  Sons  of  Temperance  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  permitted  the  use  of  Market  House  Hall  on  Sunday  even- 
ings of  each  week,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  their  meetings,  provided  they 
pay  all  expenses  of  lights,  fuel,  &c.

AN  ORDINANCE  requiring  Wheat,  Rye,  Corn,  etc.,  to  be  sold  by  weight. 

Be  it  ordained,  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons,  firm,  or  body  corporate,  to  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  within  the 
limits  of  this  Corporation,  any  wheat,  rye,  shelled  corn,  ©ats,  potatoes,  or 
corn  meal,  except  by  weight. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  following  weights  for  the 
bushel  are  hereby  established,  to  wit:  For  wheat,  sixty  pounds  to  the  bushel ; 
rye,  fifty-six  pounds;  shelled  corn,  fifty-six  pounds ; oats,  thirty-two  pounds 
potatoes,  sixty  pounds;  and  corn  meal,  forty  pounds. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  persons,  or  firm,  to  sell, 
or  dispose  of,  within  the  limits  of  this  Corporation,  hay,  straw,  or  fodder,  by 
the  pound,  or  other  weight,  whether  in  bales  or  otherwise,  without  first  hav- 
ing the  same  weighed  and  marked  by  the  weigher  appointed  by  this  Corpo- 
ration, who  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  three  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for 
each  bundle  of  hay,  straw  or  fodder,  so  weighed  and  marked  for  the  first  ten 
bales  and  two  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  any  greater  quantity. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any  one  thereof,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  three  dollars  nor  more  than  five  dollars  for 
each  and  every  offence;  to  be  recovered  as  fines  and  penalties  usually  are 
under  the  laws  of  this  Corporation. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  all  ordinances  or  resolutions  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE  to  tax  Circus  Companies,  Theatrical  and  other  Shows  and  Exhibitions. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  all  Circus,  or  Circus  and  Managerie  Companies  combined,  perform- 
ing or  exhibiting  within  the  limits  of  this  Corporation,  shall  be  subject  to  a tax 
of  fifteen  dollars,  ($15,)  for  each  and  every  day  and  night,  or  part  of  the  same, 
they  shall  perform  or  exhibit.  That  all  Menageries,  except  such  as  are  com- 
bined with  a Circus,  shall  pay  a tax  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  for  each  and 
every  day’s,  or  part  thereof,  exhibition.  That  all  theatrical  performances 
or  exhibitions  and  all  musical  ooncerts,  (whether  vocal  or  instrumental,) 
shall  be  subject  to  a tax  of  five  dollars  ($5)  for  day  and  night  or  part  of 
the  same,  or  fifteen  dollars  per  week.  That  for  all  public  balls,  cotillions, 
soirees,  hops,  &c.,  when  an  admission  fee  is  charged,  a tax  of  five  dollars 
($5)  per  night  shall  be  paid.  For  all  other  public  shows,  amusements  or 
exhibitions  for  gain,  except  those  of  jugglers,  who  shall  pay  a license  of  six 
dollars,  ($6,)  three  dollars  for  each  day  or  night  performance  shall  be  paid. 

Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  tax  or  taxes  imposed  by  this  ordinance 
shall,  in  each  and  every  case,  be  paid  and  the  license  obtained,  before  any 
such  performance  or  exhibition  shall  take  place;  and  any  person  or  persons 
whomsoever,  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  forfeit  aud  pay 
a fine  equal  to  twice  the  tax  imposed  by  this  ordinance  for  a license  for  such 
performance,  for  each  and  every  such  violation,  except  in  the  case  of  Circus 
Companies,  when  the  fine  shall  be  twenty  dollars  ($20.)  Said  fines  to  be 
recovered  as  other  Corporation  fines  are  recovered. 

Provided,  however,  that  for  recitation  or  lectures  on  moral  or  scientific 
subjects,  or  for  the  exhibitions  by  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Public  Schools, 
or  for  any  public  charitable  purpose,  no  license  shall  be  required. 

Be  it  further  ordained , That  all  ordinances  or  resolutions,  or  parts  of  the 
game,  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed.

A RESOLUTION  to  pay  bills  of  Georgetown  Courier  and  Daily  Evening  Union.

To 
proprietor  of  the  Daily  Evening  Union  twenty-eight  dollars,  ($28,)  for 
advertising  “To  contractors  street  work,”  as  per  bill  dated  July  25th,  1867.

tion looking  to  a better  supply  of  water,  and  report  as  soon  as  practicable, 
the  result  of  such  inquiry,  with  such  plans  and  suggestions  as  the  importance 
of  the  subject  demands.

per  cent,  until  completed,  when  the  balance  shall  be  paid  the  contractor.

AN  ORDINANCE  levying  a further  front  foot  tax  on  Foxall’s  alley. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
a>f  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
balance  of  expenses  incurred  upon  the  opening  and  improvement  of  Foxalfs 
alley  by  ordinance  entitled  “An  ordinance  for  the  opening  of  Foxall’s  alley 
approved  June  21st,  1867,  a further  tax  of  thirteen  cents  per  front 
foot  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  levied  and  imposed  on  all  the  lots  and  parts 
of  lots  of  ground  fronting  on  each  side  of  said  alley. 

And  be  it  further  ordained , That  immedialely  on  the  passage  of  this  Or- 
dinance, the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  shall  furnish  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
with  the  usual  statement  or  list  of  all  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  of  ground  on 
said  alley  with  the  number  of  front  feet  of  each,  and  the  names  of  the  parties 
to  whom  they  are  assessed,  who  shall  proceed  immediately,  according  to  the 
charter  and  laws  of  the  town,  to  collect  the  same,  and  pay  the  same  as  col- 
lected over  to  the  Clerk,  reserving  four  per  centum  as  his  commission  for 
the  tax  levied,  and  the  former  tax  of  twenty  cents  per  front  foot  on  said 
alley,  levied  and  imposed  by  ordinance  approved  June  21st,  1867,  which  is 
hereby  allowed,  and  closing  his  account  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October 
next,  and  the  amount  thus  paid  over  to  Clerk  shall  be  held  by  him,  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  for  the  payment  of  the  claim  due 
the  contractor  on  said  alley. 

And,  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Collector  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  deliver  to  the  said  owners  or  their  agents  a 
bill  of  his,  her,  or  their  taxes  hereby  levied,  and  demand  payment  thereof, 
and  if  not  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  next,  he  shall  proceed 
to  enforce  the  payment  thereof,  in  conformity  with  the  charter  and  laws  of 
the  town  for  such  cases  made  and  provided.

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directed  to  have  said  pavement  laid  by  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  as  di- 
rected in  section  1st,  and  for  that  purpose  there  be,  and  is  hereby,  levied  on 
said  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  according  to  the  front  thereof,  a tax  of  one  dollar 
per  front  foot,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Tax  Collector,  in  such  case,  to 
collect  such  tax  immediately,  and  pay  over  the  same  as  collected,  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Corporation,  retaining  four  per  centum  thereof  for  his  services,  to  be 
charged  on  the  cost  of  the  payment  and  included  in  the  tax. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Clerk  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
directed  to  pay  the  said  taxes  to  the  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Streets 
on  proper  vouchers.  Provided , That  said  Commissioner,  at  the  option  of 
the  owner,  be  directed  to  contract  said  pavement  in  front  of  the  dwelling 
of  Thomas  Cox,  Esq.,  so  as  not  to  remove  the  improvements  north  of  the 
building  line,  until  ordered  by  this  Corporation.

Be  it  orda  ined  by  the  Board  of  Alder  men  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  requested  to  cause  to  be  opened  and  improved,  by  gra- 
ding, curbing,  guttering  and  gravelling,  the  following  streets,  within  the 
limits  named,  to  wit : Montgomery  street,  between  Stoddard  and  Road 
streets;  Green  street,  between  Stoddard  and  Road  streets;  south  side  of 
Road  street,  between  Montgomery  and  Washington  streets;  and  Stoddard 
street,  between  Congress  and  Valley  streets. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  where  any  of  said  streets  are 
now  improved,  as  required  by  this  ordinance,  according  to  the  proper  grade 
now  established,  or  that  may  be  established  for  this  purpose  by  proper  au- 
thority, such  improvement  shall  remain,  and,  in  case  of  alteration,  the  old 
materials  shall  be  used,  when  suitable,  in  the  estimation  of  the  Commissioner, 
and  the  residue,  if  any,  turned  over  to  the  owner  of  the  lot  before  which 
they  were. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  to  defray  the  cost  of  said  im- 
provements, there  be,  and  hereby  is,  levied  and  imposed  the  following  tax, 
to  wit:  on  Montgomery  street,  between  Stoddard  and  Road  streets,  one  hun- 
dred cents  per  front  foot  on  both  sides.  On  Green  street,  between  Stoddard 
and  Road  streets,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  cents  per  front  foot  on  both 
sides.  On  the  south  side  of  Road  street,  between  Montgomery  and  Wash- 
ington streets,  one  hundred  cents  per  front  foot.  On  Stoddard  street,  be- 
tween Congress  and  Valley  streets,  one  hundred  cents  per  front  foot  on  both 
sides;  and  the  Collector  is  hereby  directed  to  collect  said  taxes  from  the 
owners  of  the  property,  in  the  usual  way,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Ooto- 
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her  next,  and  pay  over  the  same  as  collected  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, retaining  four  per  cent,  of  the  amount  collected  and  paid  over,  as  his 
compensation. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  the  above  work  shall  be  done 
by  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  of  Georgetown,  aftor  public  notice  not  ex- 
ceeding three  days  by  the  Commissioner,  under  whose  supervision  and  di- 
rection the  work  shall  be  done,  and  when  done  and  by  him  certified  to  the 
Clerk  on  proper  vouchers,  the  Clerk  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  the  tax 
collected. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  if  said  taxes  are  not  paid  by 
the  said  first  day  of  October  next,  the  Collector  is  hereby  directed  to  en- 
force the  payment  thereof  by  sale  of  the  property  taxed.

And  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  appropriated  out  of  the 
general  fund,  to  be  paid  by  the  Clerk  to  the  order  of  the  Fire  Commissioners, 
for  making  the  necessary  connections.

Be  it  orda  ined  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  all  breaches,  obstructions,  uneven- 
ness, or  irregularities  of  the  foot  pavements,  on  any  of  the  paved  or  gravelled 
streets  of  the  town,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  to  be  a nuisance,  and 
that  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  cause  notice  of  such  nuisance  to  be  given  to 
the  owner,  or  occupant,  of  any  lot,  or  part  of  a lot,  before  which  such  nui- 
sance exists,  or  may  exist,  requiring  the  same  to  be  abated,  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  Streets,  within  thirty  days  after  such  notice; 
and,  in  case  of  failure,  by  refusal  or  neglect,  to  comply  with  the  Mayor’s 
requisition,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  order  such  work  to  be  done, 
the  cost  thereof  to  be  charged  to  the  owner  of  the  lot,  or  part  of  lot,  and 
shall  be  a tax  thereon,  to  be  collected  as  prescribed  by  the  Charter  and  laws 
of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  when  any  footway  shall  pass  in 
front  of  anv  alley,  stable,  building,  lot,  or  premises,  to  which  it  is  necessary 
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to  have  access  for  horses,  carriages,  or  any  vehicle,  the  owner,  or  owners,  of  the 
same  shall  pave  such  footways,  at  the  established  grade,  with  suitable  paving 
stones,  except  five  feet  next  to  the  curb,  to  be  paved  with  good  paving  bricks 
set  on  edge,  or  to  be  so  paved  entire,  at  the  option  of  the  owner. 

Provided , That  the  same  shall  not  apply  to  lumber,  wood,  and  coal  yards, 
or  mercantile  houses;  or  premises  already  provided  with  flag  footways  at 
the  established  grade ; and  provided,  further,  that  such  entrances  to  lum- 
ber, wood,  and  coal  yards,  and  mercantile  houses,  shall  be  paved  with  cobble 
stones  according  to  the  established  grade. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  fuether  ordained , That  the  ordinance  entitled  an  “An 
ordinance  for  repairing  the  pavements  in  Georgetown/7  approved  Septem- 
ber 16„  1862;  the  ordinance  entitled  “An  ordinance  relating  to  the  foot- 
ways in  Georgetown,  approved  October  26,  1866,  and  all  other  ordinances 
and  resolution  inconsistent  herewith,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Co  uncil 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  a tax  of  two  dollars  ($2)  per  front 
foot  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  levied  and  imposed  on  all  lots  and  parts  of 
lots  of  ground  fronting  on  both  sides  on  the  parts  of  the  streets  herein 
named,  that  is  to  say,  Beall  street  from  Montgomery  street  to  its  eastern 
terminus;  Monroe  street  from  Dunbarton  street  to  West  street;  and  North 
street  from  Beall  street  to  West  street;  and  the  Collector  of  Taxes  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  proceed  forthwith  to  collect  said  taxes,  and  pay 
over  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  as  soon  as  collected,  after  de- 
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ducting  therefrom  his  commission  of  four  (4)  per  cent.,  which  is  hereby 
allowed,  and  if  any  of  the  taxes  hereby  levied  and  imposed  be  not  paid  by 
the  first  day  of  December  next  ensuing,  the  Collector  is  hereby  instructed  to 
proceed  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  the  speediest  manner  author- 
ized by  the  charter  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  money  collected  by  virtue 
■of  this  ordinance  shall  be  expended  in  grading,  curbing,  guttering  and  gra- 
velling the  said  parts  of  streets  herein  designated  without  delay;  the  work 
to  be  given,  after  due  public  notice,  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  by  the 
■Commissioner  of  Streets,  under  whose  direction  it  shall  be  done,  and  the 
ordinance  entitled  “An  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  a part  of  Beall 
street,”  approved  August  23d,  1867,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  the  extension  of  Stoddard  street  to  High  Street. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  requested  to  institute  the  necessary  proceedings  provided 
for  in  the  4th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled  “ An  act  supplementary 
to  the  act  entitled  ‘An  act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  Georgetown/  ” approved 
March  3.  1809,  in  order  to  condemn  to  public  use,  to  open  and  improve  an 
extension  of  Stoddard  street  from  a point  on  Valley  street,  opposite  the 
north  line  of  Stoddard  street,  to  High  street. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  a plat  of  said  extension  shall 
be  forthwith  prepared  by  the  Surveyor,  giving  the  surface  line  of  the 
proper  grade ; and  also  a map  of  the  proposed  extension,  showing  the  lots 
through  which  said  extension  is  to  run,  and  the  number  of  front  feet  border- 
ing thereon,  together  with  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  may 
be  assessed. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  front 
foot,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
levied  and  imposed  on  all  lots  or  parts  of  lots  on  each  side  of  said  extension 
within  said  limits  ; and  the  Collector  of  Taxes  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed 
to  collect  said  tax,  as  the  same  may  be  needed  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work, 
and  pay  it  over  to  the  Clerk  as  collected,  retaining  four  per  centum  on  the 
amount  collected  as  his  compensation. 

Provided , That  the  whole  of  the  said  tax  necessary  to  complete  the  work 
®hall  be  collected  by  the  first  day  of  June,  1868,  on  failure  whereof  the 
Collector  is  hereby  directed  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Charter  and  laws  of  the  town. 
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Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  money  thus  collected  shall 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  expense  incurred  in  grading,  curbing, 
guttering,  and  gravelling  said  street,  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  the  work 
to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  by  the  Street  Commissioner, 
under  whose  direction  the  work  shall  be  done,  the  money  to  be  paid  to  the- 
contractor  on  the  order  of  the  Commissioner  as  the  work  progresses,  reserv- 
ing twenty  per  centum  of  the  amount  due  till  the  satisfactory  completion  of 
the  work,  and  the  Commissioner  is  hereby  directed  to  have  said  work  done 
as  soon  as  practicable  in  his  discretion,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  Nov- 
ember, 1868,  and  to  render  his  accounts  for  the  same  to  the  Clerk  within, 
ten  days  thereafter.

persons,  to  remove,  for  burial,  any  body,  until  the  orders  of  said  Board  in 
reference  to  certificates  of  information  required  to  be  filled  are  complied 
with ; and  any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
»hall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  for 
each  and  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  fines  and  penalties  usually  are.

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A RESOLUTION  relating  to  the  amendment  of  the  Charter. 

Whereas  it  is  highly  important  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  this  Cor- 
poration that  the  chartered  powers  thereof  should  be  enlarged : therefore,

And  be  it  further  resolved , That  the  said  committee  are  hereby 
requested  to  consider  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  petitioning 
Congress  for  an  extension  of  the  northern  and  western  boundaries  of  the 
town.
